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MANY of you will have tuned around the bands at Christmas perhaps 
surprised at the virtual non-appearance of Weekend Music Radio who in 
previous years have been the yuletide highlight with their marathon broad¬ 
casts. Only a brief, by previous Christmas standards, broadcast was made 
on Christmas Day. I for one was most disappointed. However, it is true to 
say that my Sub-Terranean Sounds was less active this year. I made the 
decision to broadcast at night to broadcast at night over Christmas on the 
75 metre band as I thought that everyone else would be on during the day. 
Luckily, the variable winter conditions on 75, seemed to hold up on 
Christmas Eve and Boxing Day night for my one hour transmissions. 

On Christmas Day, I noted also, the Radio Orion broadcast which turned 
to Total Crap Radio (!) at one point due to Mike Wilson receiving few calls.

Looking back over 1992 , it was the year that the 48 metre band night¬ 
time scene never really happened in the summer months and the year that 
75 rnetres really came into use and I guess that this will be ideal for the 
corning spring and summer therefore more or less replacing 48 metres. 
We II just have to wait and see what happens. Sunday mornings continued 
to be most popular but on this front, nothing ever seems to progress any¬ 
where but at least, we still have many Free Radio stations to choose from 
to listen to each week.

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OZONE RADIO INTERNATIONAL 


A S many of you probably know, 
OZONE RADIO has not always 
had the name that it has now. 
Everything started back in the era of 
flaired trousers and punk music - 
back in the 1970s, in 1976. 

Dr. Don was the person who 
started the station which was 
originally known as WESTSIDE RADIO 
but it was often called RADIO 
DUBLIN as well. Seventeen years on, 
the identification is OZONE although 
there are no environmental 
tendencies during programming. 
Back in 76, Dr. Don called the 
station WESTSIDE and at the flick of 
a switch he had RADIO DUBLIN 
beaming out on MW! Although it 
would have been nice for this to 
have continued without any 
problems, one year on, the worst 
happened. The Post Office who at 
that time were responsible for 
shutting down naughty pirate 
stations, did their job and closed 
down DUBLIN and WESTSIDE. 
Following this, shortwave trans¬ 
mission were off air and perhaps 
listeners thought that they would 
never return. A further year later 
though, saw the return of ex-RADiO 
DUBLIN dj Prince Terry with WEST- 
SIDE RADIO broadcasting worldwide 
on the international bands once 
again. 1977 saw regular broadcasts 
on 6210 which continued for 
another year until a frequency 
change up-band to 6280 was made, 
which is as regular SW Free Radio 
freaks will know, is where the 
station can still be heard every 
Sunday morning. 


Broadcasting from Dublin, the 
capital city in the Republic of 
Ireland, OZONE now pushes a 
powerful signal into the United 
Kingdom and Europe every Sunday 
morning from around 1030 UTC. 
Prince Terry or Mr Ozone as he is 
sometimes known, believes in 
playing what he considers to be 
what Free Radio folk nowadays want 
to hear. Therefore, whenever you 
tune 6280, you will hear a mixture 
of rock and heavy metal sounds 
mixed in with anything from classic 
60's tracks to current dance and 
rave tunes! 

Throughout the years, the pirate 
sound of OZONE has been 
throughout the world and one 
would not perhaps think this 
possible if you could see some of 
the equipment used for 
broadcasting. It was once described 
to me by Mark King who has visited 
the station on several occasions, as 
being "prehistoric" with levers and 
dials everywhere! That's real Free 
Radio and long may it live! 

Since the station's birth over a 
decade ago. Free Radio has seen 
many stations come and go. OZONE 
RADIO though has 'stuck at it' and 
from the days of 6210 through to 
6820 and now 6280 and even 6245 
some months ago. Prince Terry 
continues to input interesting 
programmes onto the 48 metre 
band. A little leak into the the 
studio leading to water into the 
equipment does not bother him. 
Prince Terry makes a programme 
out of something like that and 
through doing so, keeps Free Radio 
sounding fresh and new. ■

The West Midlands area has been particularly 
. quiet during the last two months compared to 
activity previously. SANGAM and APNA 
continue daily Asian community type 
programmes while SKYLINE and BLACK 
COUNTRY RADIO STATION seem to have 
disappeared. SUNRISE RADIO may be BCRS 
as djs heard sound lamiliar. SUNRISE was first 
heard on December 17lh and are active most 
evenings with a reggae music format. QUEST 
FM was to make a come-back to the airwaves 
and a continuous music test was made in 
preparation for this on November 28th. 

However, nothing has been heard since. 
DIMENSION is a spin-off from LETHAL and 
was heard using 100.80 on November 14th and 
101.30 on November 5th. POWAH and PCRL 
continue to programme 24 hour a day 
professional reggae music based programmes 
and PCRL now even have a regular news 
service! PASSION was the new name for 
ENERGY (formerly BASSLINE) and was heard 
with a very weak signal (not too far away from 
the tx site) on November 8th. This lasted for a 
few days but transmitter problems occurred and 
the station has not been heard since. 

FREEDOM made a return during the Christmas 
week with several old station djs and colleagues 
from stations such as LETHAL and LIBERTY. 
AUTHORITY can be heard every now and 
again with fair signals and a variable music 
format as can OASIS. UTEST FM was the ID 
used on November 21st by a station at the lop 
end of the band that often plays continuous 
music. EXTREME FM is now not as active as it 
has been previously and was last heard on 
November 15th. 

In Nottinghamshire, the Free Radio scene is 
pretty busy with new stations regularly 
popping up with rave, chart and dance music 
formats and of course, the professional stations 
such as GLOBE (who celebrated their first 
birthday on November 5th) and HORIZON 
continue. 

South Yorkshire’s FRESH FM can be heard 
daily with a rave and techno music format with 
daily broadcasts. FANTASY FM can be heard 
from Thursday to Saturday with the run-of-the- 
mill rave and dance music. *' 

Leicestershire’s FRESH FM and KICKIN’ FM 
can be heard daily with reggae music formats. 

MIX FM can be heard on weekends only with a 
rave, reggae and hip-hop music formal using 75- 
100 walls ERP.

The two POWERS in Suffolk are totally 
different despite the fact that they both 
broadcast from Ipswich! The one 
broadcasting on 100.60 was heard at 
the beginning of November in Essex 
with a weak signal playing pop and 
chart music. This station also 
sometimes relays the Dutch satellite 
organisation of the same name. The 
POWER on 101.20 is a totally different 
set-up and was broadcasting with soul 
and reggae music on a Wednesday and 
Sunday evening. However, it has not 
been heard for some time and is feared 
to have been raided. 

NEPTUNE FM has recently been heard 
testing but there is no proper schedule 
for this station. The operator usually 
broadcasts whenever he feels like it and 
for about two hours at a time! 

10 watts ERP is used here. 

JAM FM and DELTAFORCE both from 
Portsmouth have been raided and the 
latter of these two is said to have lost up 
to 40,000 records during the bust. 

In Avon, there has been a sudden surge 
of FM activity. Regular broadcasters, 
BAKAR RADIO, have now moved 
frequency from 105.00 and they can be 
heard on their new frequency every 


Sunday. Sign-on is during the early 
afternoon and transmissions continue 
into the early hours of the following 
Monday morning. MAGNUM RADIO is 
not exactly a new station and were 
heard on December 11th during the 
early evening. Since then, they were 
heard daily except for Christmas Eve. 
Prior to their recent broadcasting, they 
were last heard on January 31 st 1991. 
This station started out in 1990 as 
SOPHISTICATED LOCAL RADIO. 
They are believed to have been off air 
in search, as their long-time rivals 
SPEC, of a licence to allow them to 
broadcast legally. At the moment 
though, they are still a Free Radio 
station and perhpas their return and 
SPEC’s absence, means that it will 
actually be SPEC that gets the next ILR 
franchise? ROUGH AND WICKED 
RADIO had not been heard since 
December 31st 1990 when they signed 
off air at 2230 in order to try for the 
Bristol ILR franchise. However, they 
were heard just before Christmas and 
as MAGNUM, they seem to have been 
making no reference to the fact that 
they have been off air for a number of 
years. ■

SHORTWAVE NEWS - 

All STATIONS HEARD DURING NOVEMBER/DECEMBER 

ALL TIMES UTC 


RADIO AARDVARK was the name used by 
LASER HOT HITS on Saturday 14th 
November on 6264 at 1052. The name has 
been changed several times recently and 
currently stands at RADIO RENEGADE 
although it Is soon to be changed again (see 
RENEGADE Info). 

RADIO ACTION popped up at Christmas as 
they usually do and were heard on December 
26th. Around 100 watts was used to deliver a 
pretty good signal into the UK on 6207 at 
0926. Programming was hits from the 60s to 
the 90s and a female dj was even heard on 
the air! ADD - P.O. BOX 26, 7030 AA Wehl, 
Netherlands. 

RADIO ACTIVE recently celebrated their first 
successful year of relay broadcasting. They 
have now been using the NISWRS 6262 
outlet for just over twelve months. During the 
last two months, Gordon Kelly has been noted 
on November 1st at 0730, 29lh with the first 
birthday programme at 0921 and during 
December with the Christmas programme 
heard on the 25th and 27th at 0940 and 0937 
respectively. ADD - 6. 

RADIO ANORAK were planning some 
broadcasts over Christmas on 48 and 41 
metres but went unheard. They do have a 
new address now that you should note: 105 
Newport Road. Leyton, London, England, E10 
6PH, 

RADIO ARIES made one of their broadcasts 
that can be heard every six eighi weeks and 
were active on November 15th. 6400 was the 
frequency used and this is now to be the 
regular channel from around 1000. 
Programmes as they always will be, lasted for 
two hours with Chris King, the Station 
Manager and Roger Davis. The next 
broadcast from the station is scheduled for 
Janaury 17th on which date Chris King will be 
reading out all of the listeners letters from the 
last broadcast which totalled at around 15. 
QSL cards, promotional cards, stickers and 
information sheets are now available. 

ADD - 4. 


RADIO ARMADILLO is a new English station 
heard several times of late. 6285 is the usual 
frequency which is the outlet for pretty good 
but often under-modulated signals. The 
station has been heard on Novemver 6th at 
1525, 7th at 1413. December 4th at 1245, 

5th at 1307, tentatively on the 13th at 1236 
and on the 28th at 1245. 

RADIO ATLANTIS (not Johnny Diamond's 
old station) are a fairly new addition to 
shortwave and have been heard quite 
extensively of late. Various transmitters have 
been used during the last two months varying 
in power from two watts to the rig which is 
now being used, giving fifty watts. The station 
is operated by Sid Morris and Spencer G who 
were presenters on the Midlands FM pirate 
POWERHOUSE RADIO. New recruits to 
ATLANTIS are soon to be made and again, 
these are djs from the old FM outlet. Although 
modulation on SW is often low, signals are 
usually pretty good. The programming is of 
an FM flavour with a ‘phone line available for 
requests, dedications and reception reports 
and the music is often recent and chart dance 
hits. ATLANTIS have been noted on 
December 6th at 1206, 8th at 1604, 9th at 
1212, nth at 1205, 13th at 1300, 17th at 
1525, 22nd at 1229 (6300), 24th at 1201 
(6300), 27th at 1225, 29th at 1214 and on 
December 31st at 1256 (6300). Unless stated, 
all of these broadcasts were aired on 6400 but 
don't worry all you WNKR freaks because, 
ATLANTIS won't bo using the frequency every 
first Sunday when WNKR will be aclivel Tel: 
(021) 559 2589. ADD • 55 Fain^/ay Road, 
Oldbury, West Midlands, England. 

RADIO BENELUX are now broadcasting to a 
once a month schedule and during the last 
couple of months, have been heard on 
November 8th at 0938 and on December 13lh 
at 0900 using 7479 both times. On the latter 
date, an early closedown resulted after a 
security scare. ADD - 4. 

RADIO BANDOLERO is a new Dutch 
addition to the pirate radio scene and was 
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heard for the first lime on Christmas Day. The 
station was heard in QSO with PLUTO using* 
6553 at 1341 and a weak signal was received 
in the UK. They were noted for a second time 
on December 28th on 6553 at 1500. ADD - 
P.O. BOX 103, 8120 AC Olst, Netherlands. 
BRITAIN RADIO INTERNATIONAL are at 
last back to the long-awaited second and 
fourth Sunday schedule! During the last two 
months, BRl were heard on November 8th 
from 1005 on C235 and 7360. 22nd at 0958 
on 6225 and 7360, December 13th on 6235 at 
1017 and on 7360 at 1109, 24lh with various 
tests on 6235 and 7360 and on 6210 at 1533, 
25lh on 6235 and 7360 from 0931 and 6210 
at 0955, 26th on 6210 at 0926. 27th from 
1130 on 6235 and 7360. and on the 31st at 
1257 on 6239. The 6210 and 6239 broadcasts 
mentioned here were all via JRR and heard 
with good signals. After BRI’s Christmas Day 
broadcast with Roger Davis and Jayne 
chatting away for the bulk of the broadcast, 
and closedown at 1230, after audio had 
ceased and the last jingle played, another 
station appeared dead on top of the BRl 
carrier. Two people were then heard saying 
after each other what a load of rubbish they 
thought BRI's programmes were. Although 
we are not sure exactly who it was, fingers are 
tentatively pointing at the ORION boys who 
had earlier that day been saying 
uncomplimentary things about BRl on their 
broadcast. This really does show that some 
Free Radio stations will resort to anything to 
gain attention. BRl has been running a 
regular SW service for over ten years with 
hundreds of letters being received over the 
years along with much listener support. This 
would not happen if BRl was a poor quality 
station as suggested by the ‘boys’ playing at 
radio stationsi ADD -1+3. 

RADIO BRIGITTE can be heard with regular 
SW broadcasts and a variety of programmes. 
The station has been heard on November 7th 
on 7361 at 1118, 8th on 7458 at 1237, 22nd 
on 7465 at 1235 and with a cq call at 1336 on 
6558, 29th on 6482 at 1118, December 5lh on 
6550 at 0941.6lh on 6550 at 1118, 6552 at 
1411 and 6558 at 1422, 19th on 6212 at 
1251,20th using 6217 at 1139, 25th on 7467 
at 0950 and on the 26th using 6479 at 0929. 
This station is as far as we are aware, the 
only to be broadcasting from Belgium and a 


regular one at that. Signals into the UK are 
usually fair. ADD - P.O. BOX 10, 7954 ZG 
Rouveen, Netherlands. 

RADIO CAROLINE are still broadcasting 
programmes recorded aboard the MV Ross 
Revenge onto 6295 via the old RADIO 
ZENITH Irish based transmitter. CAROLINE 
have been heard on November 7th, 8th. 14th, 
15th, 22nd. 29th, December 5th, 6th, 20th, 
25th, 26th. Excellent signals are heard for the 
rock music programmes and in the early 
hours of December 27lh the CAROLINE 
service on 3925 was heard for the first time 
with as one would expect, very good 
reception. ADD * c/o OEM, P.O. BOX 1514, 
London, England, W7 2LL. 

RADIO CARRIERWAVE who were raided last 
May, made an appearance back on SW on 
November 21st. They were heard QSOIng 
using 6202 at 1053. They were also noted on 
December 19lh using 6235 at 1307 and on 
the 26th on 6220 at 0850. ADD - P.O. BOX 
2188, 3000 CD Rotterdam, Netherlands. 
RADIO CASABLANCA is a new German 
station and was relayed via BENELUX on 
November 8th. The station was heard in 
Germany with a SINPO of 34443 on 7479 at 
0840. ADD - Ringstr. 9, W-2952 Stapelmoor, 
Germany. 

CLANDESTINE LISTENERS CLUB 
GERMANY have made one appearance on 
the SW bands during the last two months and 
were noted via the CRSI on November 15th 
using 6527 at 0943. ADD - 4. 

CLANDESTINE RADIO SOCIETY 
INTERNATIONAL operated by the often 
hilarious to listen to Michel Air, has been 
active on the bands recently. The usual 
frequency is 6527 where CRS has been heard 
on November 1st at 1141,15th at 1050, 22nd 
at 1048, December 13th at 0929 and the 25th 
at 6527. If only the station’s modulation were 
higher, programmes would be a pleasure to 
listen to so perhaps somebody involved with 
the station could try and rectify thisi ADD - 4. 
RADIO CLAYMORE the rare German station 
was logged on December 13th using 7425 at 
1325 for a test transmission. ADD - 4. 

RADIO COLONIA was heard with English 
programmes from Germany on November 
29th. The station was using 6288 at 0840 for 
a test transmission. 
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RADIO COMPACT is a new Dutch QSO 
station and was heard in operation from 
Rotterdam on December 1st at 1112, 5th at 
1112, 6th at 1251 and on the 12th at 1131 
using 6207 each lime. 

CONCEPT RADIO from Merseyside who In 
the past have been relayed via JRR, will in 
future take relays via the NISWRS. They 
were heard via JOLLY ROGER though, on 
December 28th on 6239 at 1055. ADD - 18 
Glynne Street, Bootle, Liverpool, Merseyside, 
England. L20 6DF. 

RADIO DELTA (Elburg) have been fairly 
busy lately under this ID with numerous 
broadcasts noted. “The Big One" was active 
on November 15th at 1113 on 11405, 29th at 
1133 on 6203, December 23rd testing with 
continuous music on 6203 at 1158, 25th on 
6203 at 1008 and on the 26th at 0952 on 
6203 again. Programmes are always emitted 
with good or excellent signals and the station 
has many jingles which add to the overall 
sound of the station. ADD - P.O. BOX 41, 

8080 AA Elburg, Netherlands. 

RADIO DELTA (Ruurlo) (see “Spotlight 186“) 
are now running a schedule of every second 
Sunday of the month. Signals from the 
transmitter that gives out several hundred 
watts onto 6200 are always excellent and the 
station was logged on December 13th at 
0917. Station operator Gertie has handed the 
presentation of broadcasts to Peter Greenfield 
who was heard on the 13th. The programme 
was pretty good and I look forward to hearing 
the next broadcast from DELTA.

RADIO DIVER from the Netherlands is a rare 
station but was noted on December 19th 
using 6218 at 1322. 

DUN LAOGHAIRE LOCAL RADIO are now 
broadcasting twenty-four hours a day, seven 
days a week on 6227. The signal emitting 
from Eire is very strong which although good 
to listen to has caused some problems to JRR 
who have used nearby 6229 for over 5 years. 
DLR can often be heard airing their their FM 
service on SW announcing the 6227 outlet. 
When the FM service Is not aired, pre¬ 
recorded shows from Richard Grahamme or 
continuous music can be heard. The return of ' 
DLR to 48 metres after their last transmitter 
blew up, was made on December, since when 
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they have been heard every day. ADD - DLR 
106 FM, Dun Laoghaire, Counly Dublin, Eire. 
RADIO DUTCHBOY who can be heard fairly 
regularly on MW as RADIO PIEPZENDER, 
have not been so active on SW recently. In 
fact, they have only been heard once during 
the last two months. The station was noted 
using 6204 on November 22nd at 0952. ADD 
- P.O. BOX 13, 7710 AA Nieuwleusen, 
Netherlands. 

DUTCH PIRATE INTERNATIONAL identify 
themselves as DPI on air and are thought to 
actually to Elburg’s RADIO DELTA under a 
different name. Whether this is so, the station 
has been heard on November 7th on 6400 at 
1135, 8th on 6400 at 1002, 21st on 6228 at 
1143 calling for WNKR and on December 
12lh on 6203 at 1002. Signals from the 
station are pretty good in the UK. ADD - P.O. 
BOX 41,8080 AA Elburg, Netherlands. 

RADIO EAST COAST COMMERCIAL are 
still running to their schedule of every first 
Sunday of the month from 1000 and have 
been active several times of late. RECC have 
been heard on November 1st at 1013 on 
6304, testing on 6250 at 1102 on November 
22nd and in December on the 5th from 1000 
using 6250, 24th on 6250 testing at 1103 and 
with the usual festive fun with various ‘special 
events’ on Christmas Day on 6250 from 1000. 
ADD -9-11 Church Street, Cromer, Norfolk, 
England, NR27 9ER. 

RADIO EAST COAST HOLLAND made a 
most welcome return to 48 metres on 
December 31st and were heard with a fair 
signal in the UK. If you rememeber, the 
station closed down sometime back and all 
equipment was said to have been sold. 
Nevertheless, RECH have been back on the 
air, probably with a lower powered transmitter 
than they used to use. Heard on December 
31st on 6205 at 1309, RECH were playing 
indie and rock music and mentioning the MW 
station RADIO SCOTLAND quite extensively. 
They said that they’d be back on SW in the 
New Year.

EMERALD RADIO INTERNATIONAL are 
now shortwave regulars who have been quite 
busy with broadcasts whenever the station 
operator has had time to pul the station on the 
air! With soul music featuring quite a lot on 
the station as well as the Magazine 
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Programme that used to be a feature on 
CAPITAL RADIO INTERNATIONAL, 
EMERALD is quite interesting to listen to. 
Broadcasts from the slation have been noted 
on November 1st at 1338 (6855), 8th at 1002, 
14th at 1214, 15th at 0904, 18th at 1550,19th 
at 1402, 20th at 1250, 21sl at 1416, 22nd at 
0933, 23rd at 1500, 24th at 1200, 26th at

0921, December 3rd at 1211,4th at 1118, 6th 
at 0941, 9th at 1245,11 th at 1300, 13th at

‘FETAMIN SULPHATE is another name 
recently used by LASER HOT HITS but as 
new station members thought It to be 
inappropriate, it has been changed again! 
However, the station was heard under this ID 
on November 14th from 1138-1243 on 6200. 

46 RADIO from Germany has continued to 
broadcast every now and again during the last 
two months and has been heard on 
November 22nd on 6553 at 1205, 29th using 
6554 at 1019, December 26th at 1058 on 
6554 and tentatively on the 27th on 6555 at 
1246. Broadcasting from Germany 46 RADIO 
uses a power of 20 waats Into a longwire 
which gives fairly favourable results and fair 
signals into the UK. 

THE FOX AM is the new name for RADIO 
RABBIT INTERNATIONAL and was heard 
broadcasting on December 61h.

FREE RADIO SERVICE HOLLAND who 
proclaim to be 'the quality one on SW and 
have stickers displaying this have been heard 
quite regularly of late compared to previous 
activity levels. FRSH have been heard on 
December 20th using 6210 at 0857 and then 
via ORANG UTAN’s transmitter at 1110 on 
6200 and then on Christmas Day using 7380 
at 0944 and 3911 at 1800 with fair signal 
received on both channels in the UK.

RADIO GEMINI have made another two 
appearances with their 20th birthday 
programme. It was heard on November 1st 
on 6235 at 1000 via their own transmitter and 
via JRR on December 26th on 6239 at 1005.

SIERRA FOXTROT ZERO THREE from the 
Scottish/English border area has as always, 
been QSOing recently with various people. 
SF03 has been heard on November 1st on 
6245 at 1409. 8th on 6257 at 1402, 15th on 
6250 at 1359 and 6255 at 1438, 22nd on 
6255 at 1355, 29th on 6255 at 1402, 
December 13th on 6292 at 1214 and 1422 , 

18lh at 0050 on 3912 and on 27th on 6290 at 
1300. As you can see, Brian, the station 
manager is quite active and you can more or 
less guarantee that whenever WMR or LWR 
is on the bands, he will be calling for them! 
RADIO SILVERBIRD INTERNATIONAL have 
not been as regular on the bands of late as 
they would like to have been. This has been 
for various reasons. A transmission was 
scheduled for November 28th but this did not 
take place due to the Dutch PTT being in 
town. SILVERBIRD was active though on 
November 1st in conjunction with MW pirate 
RADIO PIRANA using 6312 in the early 
hours. For this broadcast, seven letters were 
received from the USA and one from Canada! 
The next broadcast under the usual ID was on 
December 6th from 0700-0900 on 6268 for 


which eighteen letters from European 
countries were received! Station manager 
Jos returned on December 27th from 0030- 
0145. During 1993, he hopes to run a 
schedule of every last Saturday of the month. 
This will result in broadcasts on January 30th, 
February 27th, March 27th. April 24lh, May 
29th, June 26th, July 31st, August 28th, 
September 25th, October 30th, November 
27th and December 25th. This schedule 
though could be subject to change depending 
on whether or not circumstances allow the 
station to get on the air. At this time of the 
year, signals at night-time are skipping out of 
Europe and further afield. This is noticeable 
from a recent letter from Montivideo, Uraguay 
from where a SINPO 45534 was received 
despite only 75-100 watts being used.

Every year we do a marathonbroadcasting In FM-stereo In our 
hoUlday. This year from Friday 7-8-1992 till Friday 14-8-1992, 

24 hours a day. In the night 14-8-1992 the medium wave pirate- 
station PIRANA from Oldenzaal send our FM-sIgnal with his 
transmitter on 1508 kHz (relaytransmlsslonl. This was the beginning 
of our station on medlumwave. We get 2 reactions on that night- 
programme (Preston In England and Klaipeda In LItouwenl. 

Three members of our team wants to do more programmes on 
mediumwave. So our second programme came In the air on 22 
November 1992, also with the same transmitter and antenna (Radio 
PIRANA Oldenzaal). 

So at this moment our programmes are In te air Incidental, but we 
hope we can do more programmes In the future. Maybe you will 
tune In again then.

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SPOTLIGHT 186 {?^cccen£(^} 


NOT TO BE confused with Radio Delta 
from Elburg, RADIO DELTA Ruurlo is the 
best known and most active of the two 
stations. Coincidentally, both of them also 
operate on the shortwave bands. 

In 1980 as a young 17 year old, Gertie 
(pronounced Hettie) started his pirate 
career on 101 MHz FM. In December 
1981, he made his first appearance on 
MW 227m. This though was short lived 
lasting for only one year, after when he 
was not heard for three years. Then, 
much to the delight of DXers, he made a 
return to MW 186m in 1985 with weekend 
international programmes. 

1987 saw the first shortwave trans¬ 
mission which was made on 6318 kHz 
using the name PETER BELL. He was 
quite a regular and became quite well 
known as an international pirate. For his 
first SW transmission, Gertie received 52 
reports from several countries. RADIO 
DELTA has been heard ever since, 
dividing his time equally between SW and 
MW broadcasts. 

Taking a look at the studio we find 
transmitter (homemade), power amplifier, 
inverter, turntables, mikes, cassette deck 
and a very large selection of records and 
CDs. Gertie freely admits to a dislike of 
Dutch traditional music and plays nothing 
but English rock mainly from the 70s and 
the 80s. As I said, the transmitter is home 
built along with the power amplifier which 
both give outputs of around 200 watts. 
Gertie is very technically minded and has 
built many transmitters one which was 
once capable of giving out 1500 watts! 

His receiver is the Panasonic DR26. 
The antenna is a special inverted V 
design. Each leg is 24 metres long and 
the total height is 15 metres. He lives on 
a farm so luckily there is no shortage of 
antenna space! 

Gertie is single (lucky man!) and is now 
29 years old working as an electrical and 
hydraulic mechanic. He has a good com¬ 


mand of English and is spends one night 
per week at evening school learning the 
language. 

At the moment, and especially since 
the emergence of the dreaded inter¬ 
ference on 186m, RADIO DELTA is heard 
very irregularly on MW. However, he 
transmits every second weekend of the 
month on 6200 kHz SW. With his 
powerful transmitting equipment, recep¬ 
tion is good and often excellent in many 
parts of Europe. Some nice QSL cards, 
stickers and a station fact sheet are 
available from RADIO DELTA for correct 
reception reports. Write to: P.O. BOX 65, 
7260 AB Ruurlo, Netherlands. 

In 1993, RADIO DELTA should be 
sounding a little different. Gertie is taking 
a well earned break from the mike to 
concentrate on the technical side of 
operations. Programming will therefore be 
handed over to friend, Peter. Listen out 
for the new style RADIO DELTA complete 
with jingles. Hopefully the station will be 
around for some time to come as it is hard 
to imagine a SW band without this famous 
pirate. ■ 
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
